"democracy against totalitarianism". The scientists, artists, . 
and authors are "ripe" for an ideology calling not for pacts’ and 
alliances but simply for an informal union of all peoples against 
war. it was emphasized that the target here is the bourgeois 
intelligentsia. The belief was expressed that the congresses in 
Breslau last year and in New York and Paris this spring have been 
very successful in rallying western intellectuals to the Communist 
side. 


3. Moscow has directed that no Communist terminology be used-in this 
campaign. Likewise such congresses and meetings as are heldégre 
not to be sponsored by the Party or any well known Communist 

\ Front organizations. Instead, peace committees are to. be formed 
\ throughout the world; important, welle@known scientists, poets, 
artists, etc. are to be pressed into service as leaders in these

time to insure that the/committees do not deviate from the Communist 
course. 
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are: to refrain from propaganda in western Germany, to sever 
overt relations with the KPD, to hasten the formation of 
intelléctual groups in the Russian zone with lines to the West. 
The "Kulturverordnung" of the DWK, granting special benefits to 
the intelligentsia, is intended to assist. A special effort. 
will be made to gain the support of the clergy; church property 
is not to be confiscated and the clergy are to be granted the 
benefits of the "Kulturverordnung". Their connections with the 
west German church as well as with the international church and 
the Ecumenical Council are to be utilized.
